Ar the war progresses their numbers 
are increasing. Each is learning 
from others, and each is uncoil 
reiously darning to see life from 
the other's viewpoint. As the as- 
sociatii n progresses, many eoimr.^n 
views will be developed, ami where 
antagonist exists, close and intim- 
ate contact will gradually hut »urc- 
ly bring each intj harraony with the 
other. 

When this war is ended and our 
boys come home, it will not be a 
crowd of provincials we shall wel- 
come, but an army of cosmopolitans 
— world citizens, we may say. These 
men will have probed to the bottom 
the character of their fellows and 
learned all there was to know of 
them. And in that knowledge they 
will each have found much of value 
when fully understood, M i will have 
learned to appreciate ta MM full the 
good points of all. 

The war will complete what our 
great industrial development had 
begun — it will make of us at last 
one compact nation, all Americans 
together, all with a cointaun inter- 
est interest, a common love and a 
destiny.
